HOW TO PLANT ROSES 


Any good garden soil is 
suitable for Reses. Most ama- 
teurs make the mistake of en- 
riching the Rose-garden too 
much. Select a sunny situation 
away from trees and shrub- 
bery. Spade deeply and make 
an opening large enough to 
receive the roots of the plant 
when spread out naturally. 
Place the plant in position and 
fill hole about two-thirds with 
top-soil. Water well, allow 
water ta settle, and finish fill- 
in hole with soil.

The plant should be set a 
little deeper than it grew in 
nursery. If any fertilizer is 
used, put it on top of the bed. 

After planting keep the 
Rose-bed well hoed but do not 
dig too deep— 2 inches is 
enough. During dry weather it 
is very important to water the 
Roses. Try to water them af- 
ter the fashion of a good rain; 
allow the surface of the bed 
to dry, and then cultivate. Do 
not keep the bed soaked all 
the time. Roses like water, but 
good drainage is also essen- 
tial.
